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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Oct. 15, 2004, the applicants have amended claims 84- 
86, 88 and 89. 

2. Claims 84-92 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following amendment Is pursuant to a telephone conversation with the 
applicant's attorney, Ms. Suet M. Chong on Nov. 12, 2004. The following changes have 
been made in claims 88 and 89: 

In claim 88, line 1, after method, delete —for effecting a neuronal activity — and insert - 
—of promoting neuronal growth and regeneration — and furthermore, in line 2, after 

thereof a, insert — therapeutically effective amount of a . 

In claim 89, line 1 , after wherein, delete — the neuronal activity— and insert — 
promoting neuronal growth—. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 84-92, renumbered as claims 1-9, are allowed since the applicants have 
amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter, to overcome enablement and 
indefiniteness rejections and furthermore, due to their persuasive arguments regarding 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection. Thus, all rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
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first paragraph and second paragraph, double patenting as well as objections are now 
withdrawn.
